At Pavilion Convention Center 

Convention Business Up! 
Sports And Concerts???

The Pavilion, which in 1982 generated over $13 
million in new dollars and $670,000 in tax revenue 
for the city of Virginia Beach, is keenly aware of 
the sports exhibitions and concerts being held at 
Norfolk's Scope, but is not that concerned. 

"I personally don't see the revenue advantage 
from a sporting activity overshadowing the impact 
that a major convention will have on the com- 
munity," said Bill Holland, assistant manager, 
under Jim Ricketts, at the Pavilion. 

In other words, the $20 million, 7,100-seat, 
175,000 square ft. convention center and theatre 
is so on line with its convention bookings that 
unless a date is available at the Pavilion's con- 
venience, concert and sports promoters may have 
to juggle their schedules to get one. 

"I think if we continue to have success with the 
exhibitions and conventions we've had in the past, 
I think the sheer factor of availability is going to 
somewhat limit an extensive sports or concert 
program here," Holland said. "It would almost 
require a total change in strategy based upon a 
new demand for the facility to incorporate 
something like that." 

Within the last year, the Pavilion was ap- 
proached by the Continental Basketball League 
about bringing a schedule of pro games to Virginia 
Beach. But because the Pavilion could not 
promise all the needed dates, talks went dry. 

"If you're talking about a basketball program 
where you need a series of 15 or 20 dates a year 
with us, that would require a lot of long range 
planning... there was some contact with the Con- 
tinental Basketball League about a year ago but 
one of the problems that organization faced was 
with the availability of prime dates; good weekend 
dates, in the facility," Holland said. 

The concept of Pavilion is that of a convention 
and exhibition center, not a sports forum or con- 
cert hall. Pavilion has the support facilities to 
present some sports and concerts, but cannot, for 
example, hang real heavy items from its 58 ft. high 
ceiling. On the other hand, it can handle the high- 
masted craft which are exhibited in the Mid- 
Atlantic sports and boat show, as well as cranes or 
well drilling equipment. 

The 1,000-seat Pavilion theatre, opened m Mar- 
ch, 1981, can accommodate heavy lights and 
speakers but becaiise of its size does not attract a 
Urge number of touring broadway shows. But its 
intimate atmosphere is "excellent" for com- 
munity produced arts and cultural programs, 
Holland said. 

The Pavilion, which opened in Sept., 1980. 
hosted 14 major conventions in 1980 and 17 in 
1982. In 1982 the Pavilion also hosted 16 con- 
sumer shows, such as the boat show and the com- 
puter show; and 14 flea markets. A total of, 626 
different events were held at the Pavilion that 
year, including 25 business meetings with 25 or 
more people at them . ^ 

One barometer for measuring the Pavilion s 
success is the number of event-days it is booked a 

year- 

"An event-day is the measure of the relation- 
ship of the total leaseable space in the facility to 
the occupancy of that space on a day to day 
basis, ' ' Holland explained . 

In 1982 the Pavilion equaled a total of 145 full 
YKCupancy days for its convention hall . 

"We are shooting for a goal of 200. which is 
maximum for the building." Holland said. "If we 
can achieve that we will be in line with any of the 
major convention facilities and probably exceed 
the operational capabilities of many of them." 

As Pavilion officials continue to book the 
f«ality to its fullest, there will be fewer and fewer 
data available for sports and concerts. Conven- 
doMers who visit the Pavilion one time seem to 
want to come back. 

"We find that these types of repeat activities 
onipM with new convention business actually 
fins up our books first and they fill it up for an ex- 
tensive part of the year," Holland said. "That 
only leav« a very few prime dates for concert 
promoters and generally speaking, concert 
promoters don't look years al^d, they look 30 to 
60 days ahead." 

As the years go by and the Pavilion works to 



reach its 200 event-day goal, will officials look for 
more concert and sport dates? 

"I have nothing in our pattern of operations to,- 
indicate that now," Holland said.

To juggle the schedule to handle sports dates 
would be risky, especially when convention dates 
are usually guaranteed revenue. 

"We're a catalyst to the community and we want 
to keep the (repeat) business as much as we want 
to generate (new) revenue," Holland said. "We 
want to see the community continue to prosper 
from the fact that the building is here." The 
Pavilion impacts the local economy by new dollars 
it brings to the community, its food and lodging 
taxes and business spinoffs. 

Pavilion was not designed to compete with 
Scope, but does bid on shows if the date is open 
and the facility can accommodate the attraction. 

"That's the pattern now," Holland said. 
"That's not saying that if the space is available 
and we have the ability to attract a sporting 
exhibition, such as tennis or boxing or 
something that's compatible with the facility, that 
we wouldn't greet it with open arms. We ha«e in 
the past." 

The Regional Idea 

For years there has been talk, even an Authority 
created by the General Assembly, considering the 
idea of a regional sports complex in the Tidewater 
area. Reid Ervin, a mechanical contractor and 
former Virginia Beach city councilman, was 
among those appointed to the eight-person 
stadium authority in 1970, which he says is now 
defunct but couW be reactivated at any time. The 
group has DCK met since 1972 after talks over the 
concept got bogged down in dissention. 

Norfolk wanted to develop the proposed $16 
million 35.000 seat facility, which could be expan- 
ded to 50,000 seats, near the Met Park baseball 
field near the Landsdale section of Norfolk. The 
facility would have been a multi-purpose football 
and baseball stadium. The city of Chesapeake, 
however, had set aside 200 acres of land in its 
Greenbrier s«;tion for the same purpose. 

The stadium idea never got off the ground, ac- 
cording to Erwin, "because Norfolk wanted to 
keep it at Landsdale."

To build a stadium today would cost between 
$25 and $70 million. Ervin said, "depending on 
how it was built." But the cost factor, coupled 
with the area's previous attempts to produce 
hockey, football and basketball, is causing in- 
v«tors and municipalities to proceed cautiously, 
if even all . toward a regional sjrarts stadium.

Alter talking with Reid Ervin, 
a Virgiiua Beach gentleman of 
kmg staiKling, one gets the im- 
presaon that if Virginia Beach 
had a professional football or 
baseball stiulium, he would be at 
the SO yard line for every game, 
ha nging out the programs. 

Ervin is like many Virginia 
Beach residrats who would love 
to Me a professional sports team 
in Ae dty, or in a nearby city 
like Chesapeake. But many 
ptsv^ living in the area remem- 
ber the past five. 10. 15 years 
ago when pro footb^, l»sket- 
ball and hockey were played in 
Norfolk. But ^here are also 
many Virginia Brach residents 
who don't know anything about 
the history of pro sports in 
Tidewato-. Neither do most of 

them care. 
Virginia Beach is a growing 

city. Estimates put the 

peculation growth at 1,000 new 

resiikiits a month. It won't be 

too long before there will be 

three-quarters of a million 

people in the city. The city's 

population now floats under 

300.000 and is not sufficient to 



support a pro team. With the 
support of other cities, however, 
within 10 or 20 years, when 
Virginia Beach's population 
may be 500,000 or 600,000, 
there might be enough people in 
the area to pay for a pro team. 

Before a stadium could be 
constructed in Virginia Beach, it 
would be necessary to select a 
site near an interstate. Chesa- 
peake ah-eady has a 200 acre site 
set aside in Greenbrier, which 
rests next to interstate 64. 

There's no reason to get ideas 
about a stadium in Virginia 
Beach. There's a million other 
things far more pressing to con- 
sider in the city besides looking 
for a location for the Virginia 
B^ch Forum. In the meantin^^ 



Virginia Beach residents will 
have to be content to let Nor- 
folk's Scope get the NBA-ACC 
and John McEnroe exhibitions. 
The Virginia Beach Pavilion 
shoidd start getting more sports 
events in its facility; first class 
sports that are designed to on\^ 
attract 6,000 br 7,000 people. 
Develop a track record and the 
games will follow. 



Suicide

I^mrish Wood Jeffries finally 
Uwk his life in the Virginia 
Beadi jail, thus becoming the 
fifUi man to die by hanging in 
the facility since 1979. Observers 
are looking for a reason for the 
deaths. Thoe is no reason. More 
than likely these five men would 
have killed thonselves sooner or 
toer. It's just unfortimate that 
the dty jail and to be the scene 
of tlKir last breath. 

Studies have shown that m(»t 
ptof^ who talk about suidde 
are the ones most likely to at- 
tem{H the act. and eventually 
siKxced. But one point is as clear 
as the wind. If a person has the 
suf^^nt motivation for doing 
'som^hing, he or she will suc- 
ceed in doing it. 

All Jeffries needed was a 
luuKiry bag, jHCces of sh^t, and 
stoestrings. If the bag and laces 
hadn't been available, he would 



have just used more sheet and 
possibly his pants and shirt. 

Jeffries had the will and he 
found the way, as do most 
suicide victims. Victims are 
usually emotionally unstable, 
but don't really want to die. 
There are those people, 
however, who view suicide as a 
rational act and embrace the 
idea as academically sound and 
logical. 

Jeffries' case, on the surface, 
appears to be one in which a man 
v^is driven to take his own life 
and found the opportunity to do 
so in jail. Nothing has been 
suggested thus far to indicate 
that jail offidals could have 
prevented the pre-meditated 
death. Cells have to have vents, 
right? People have to wear 
clothes and most beds have 
sheets and blankets. Right? 

Since a guard can't be placed 
at rach cell 24 hours a day, it 
looks like jail officials had better 
cYitcV. into installing television 
monitors in each of them.

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"Big Daddy" Garlits 
Wins At Suffolk 

Don (Big Daddy) Garlits roared down the strip 
at Suffolks Raceway to capture first prize in the 
top fuel eliminator class, elapse time 6.15 seconds 
at 200.89 MPH, on July 3. Calling the 5-6 second 
trip down the quartermile, "an indescribable thrill 
that takes my breath away every time," the 2,500 
horse power Dodge engine delivers a 3G thrust 
that pins Big Daddy to his seat til he crosses the 
finish line. 

"Thrilling" depends on how comfortable you 
are guiding a 20-foot long 1700 lb. rigid metal 
"bolt of lightning" down an asphalt lane while an 
engine mounted behind you churns up to 10,500 
revolutions-per-minute - and you are relying on 
only a "feel" of when all is, or is not running 
right. 

Once his crew ignites the dragster engine with a 
portable starter motor and Garlits is strapped in 
alone with the loudly rumbling monster he 
created, his personal "high" begins to build. All 
senses focus on the race to be run and won. 

First, he soaks the dragster's huge 17" wide rear 
tires in the "bleach box" area behind the starting 
line. Ordinary household bleach is used to soften 
the rubber on the tires. Next he "burns out", 
roaring 20 yards out from the starting line in a 
swirling cloud of crowd-pleasing smoke, and 
bright orange-red tongues of flames, while his 
machine lays a path of black rubber on the high- 
traction track surface. 
With a crew member guiding him, Garlits backs 




up as nearly as possible along the path of rubber 
particles his one or more burn-outs has created. 

Before taking off; however, he makes a final 
check of his gauges: oil and transmission pressure 
and water temperature. The latter is a Garlits in- 
novation for "top fuel" vehicles. The engine is 
water-cooled because of the relatively narrow 
temperature range for effective combustion of his 
fuel: nitromethane and alcohol with less than 10 
percent of an additive needed to reduce engine 
wear. 

The one-to-one fuel-air mixture is literally 
blown into the c justion chamber on each cycle

hurricane at the starting line. All the noise and ex- 
citement doesn't touch me. I'm totally fixed on 
the lights. Not just calculatingly impervious, but 
oblivious." Actually he focuses on only the yellow 
light on the "Christmas tree" of lights controlling 
the start. In the mini-second it takes him to let up 
on the clutch and hit the throttle pedal and for the 
dragster to respond, the green light comes on and 
he's gone. 

If all is right, the shift button is punched at 600 
feet and the semi-automatic, tow-spped tran- 
smission shifts into high for the climb towards the 
,-240 to 250 mph range that has become common 
for him. 

To keep him on the dragstrip, an inverted air- 
plane-like wing mounted on stanchions over the 
rear wheels exerts a downward air pressure of 1500 
lbs. at 240 mph. 

A 10 gallon fiiel tank is mounted at the front of 
the dragster helping to stabilize the front end with 
its weight. Fuel is pumped to the engine through a 
specially hollowed side rail and returns through a 
separate braided steel line. 

Once across the finish line, Garlits releases the 
parachute, hits the kill switch and fuel shutoff. 
After the chute is open it takes a 4G force to slow 
his down, disc brakes bring him to a stop in about 
the same distance as just raced. 

Then it's pit stop time, post race maintenance 
and finally, time to sit back and wait for the next 
round and the thrill that never gets old, only bet- 
ter, for the sturdy "King of Dragracers," the "Big 
Daddy" of them all! Tidewater fans will welcome 
this colorful dragster back anytime.

Glasses, Preventing Cracks - If you want to pour 
hot liquid into a glass, always put a metal ,poon in 
the glass first. A dessertspoon is best I lien pour 
the hot liquid onto the spoon. 
Glasses, Stuck Together - Stand the bottom glass 
in hot water, then pour cold water into the lop 
glass. The glasses should come apart in twenty to 
thirty seconds.

Gives the glassware double strength. 
Glue, Removing - Whether fresh or dried, the best 
thing to remove glue is hot, but not boiled, white 
vinegar. If old and hard, press a hot cloth on the 
glue a few times to soften it.

• Allow children to openly 
mourn the loss of a pet, 
and don't attempt to ease 
the loss by quickly 
replacing the pet. Such a 
gesture suggests that life is 
cheap and pets or people 
can be replaced easily and 
casually. 

In the case of a child 
who loses a parent or 
grandparent, there are 
other guidelines: 

• The remaining parent or 
close relatives must 
provide an atmosphere 
where it is permissible for 
the child to mourn openly. 
The suppression of 
feelings is not healthy. 

• Do not exclude children 
from the funeral 
ceremony or visit to the 
cemetery. Because 
children arc not well- 
informed about death, 
they ^re unable to accept 
the finality of their loss 
unless they have concrete 
experiences. However 
painful it is to the child 
and remaining parent, it is 



essential that the child 
realize that the dead 
parent is not going to 
return. . Explaining 
beforehand what will 
happen at the funeral and 
cemetery will make the 
experience less frigh ten- 
ting. 

• Keep the memories of 
the dead parent alive with 
pictures and other memen- 
tos. They serve as a sour- 
ce of comfort to the child. 

• Explain the cause of 
death to the child at the 
level he will understand. 
It is possible that children 
who are deprived of this 
information may believe 
that they were responsible, 
that when they were angry 
or naughty, they brought 
about the parent's death.

But in spite of 
a widely held belief that

Sales of existing single- 
family homes advanced 
anothef 5 percent from 
April to May to a 
seasonally adjusted an- 
nual rate of 2.86 million 
units ~ the highest sales 
level in more than two- 
and-a-half years, the 
National Association of 
Realtors reported today. 

The May resale pace 
marks the highest rate sin- 
ce the 2.91 million unit 
pace recorded in Decem- 
ber of 1980 and isji 54 
percent improvement 
from the August 1982 an- 
nual rate when the current 
housing recovery began." 
Dr. Jack Carlson, chief 
economist and executive 
vice president of the 
association, said. 



The actual number of 
resales in May was 
256,000. compared with 
236,000 in April and only 
169,000 one year ago, the 
association's nationwide 
survey of local boards of 
Realtors found. 

"Although the sales 
gain in May is impressive, 
most of this improvement 
occurred before mortgage 
interest rates climbed back 
to the 13 perceent and 
above range at the end of 
last month," Carlson 
cautioned. "The impact 
of these higher rates may 
be reflected in the sales 
figures for June," he ad- 
ded. 

The avert^e mortgage 
rate on existing homes last 
month was 12.8 percent, 
compared to the 16.1 per- 
cent interest rate of May 
1982. 

The economist noted 
that improved sales rates 



of existing single-family 
homes are being experien- 
ced throughout the coun- 
try as homebuyers and 
homesellers take advan- 
tage of the best market 
conditions in more than 
three years. 

However, he added that 
the strength of the home 
resale market still is far 
below the peak month of 
November 1978. when the 
annual rate of existing- 
home sales hit 4. 1 5 million 
units. 

While resales nation- 
wide were up 49 percent 
from a year ago. sales in 
the North Central and 
Northeast regions were up 
64 percent and 59 percent, 
respectively. Resale tran- 
sactions were up 42 per- 
cent in the South and 35 
percent in the West. 

"To date, this im- 
pressive expansion in 
resales has not been ac- 
companied by measurable 
increases in home prices," 
Carlson said. 



In May, the median 
sales price of an existing 
single- family home clim- 
bed $500 from the April 
level to $69,000, and in- 
crease normal for this time 
of year, Carlson said. 

Overall, he added, the 
median resale home price 
has climbed just 2.2 per- 
cent over the past 12 mon- 
ths. 

"The large number of 
housing units available for 
sale is helping to keep 
home prices in check," 
Carlson said. The 2.41 
million single-family 
homes on the market in 
May represent a 10.1 mon- 
th supply at the current 
sales pace. 

"Although home prices 

have remained relatively 
flat, the hidden discounts 
thiit were a product of 
creative financing have 
nearly desappeared," 
Carlson said. 

Hidden discounts refer 
to the costs to sellers of 
providing all or part of the 



financing when interest 
rates made many convm- 
tiooal loans unaffordable. 
Those costs were added to 
the price of a house in 
many cases. 

Because seller financing 
is not as prevalent in light 
of the relatively more af- 
fordable financing now 
available from in- 
stitutions, home prices 
currently being reported 
more accurately reflect the 
value of the properties 
that are changing hands, 
he said. 

Carlson noted that in 
addition to the increase in 
the number of units sold 
in May, the dollar volume 
of resale homes was also 
up " more than 50 pai:ent 
- from a year ago. 

"Virtually all of the in- 
crease in dollar volume is 
due to an expansion in the 
number of homes being 
sold," he said. "In fact, 
only 4 percent of the gain 
is due to higher sales 
prices." 



The dollar volume of 
resale transactions in May 
on a seasonally adjusted 
annual basis was nearly 
S250 billion, the highest 
dollar volume figure since 
October 1980, according 
to Carlson. 

While hopes are that 
improvement in the home 
sales and construction 
markets will continue, 
the housing recovery is 
seriously threatened by 
high federal budget 
deficiu that are putting 
upward pressure on in- 
terest rates, the economist 
stressed. 

"Continued failure by 
President Reagan and 
Congress to responsibly 
act to reduce federal 
deficits in each of the next 
few years is likely to push 
interest rates back up into 
the unaffordable ranges as 
consumers and businesses 
arc crowded out of the 
credit markets by high 
government borrowing," 
he said.

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From Fa^/e Scow^ To Golden Eagles 

Award- Winning Cinematographer Charts His Past; Discusses Possible Local Film Industry

Virginia Beach nimmaker Tim Hickman began 
his award-winning photography career in the Boy 
Scouts, on his way to becoming an Eagle Scout. 

"I needed one more merit badge for my Eagle 
Scout," Hickman recalls. "I went through them 
all and couldn't And anything that I was interested 
in. 1 wanted something quick so I got a merit 
badge in photography." 

Hickman snagged his first photography award 
at the age of 17 while working after school as a 
free lancer for the Roanoke Times. Today, 22 
years later, Hickman is president of Image and 
Sound Productions Ltd., on Groveiand Road near 
Princess Anne Plaza. 

Hickman left the local CBS affiliate, WTKR 
(then known as WTAR) in 1975 after working 
there for eight years as a n?ws photographer and 
co-producer of documentaries. Prior to that Hick- 
man worked a year at the NBC affiliate, WAVY, 
in Portsmouth, and for Evening Star Broadcasting 
in Washington, D.C. 

The Lexington, Va., native has an associate's 
degree in photography, and has also worked as a 
photo/journalist; an apprentice at a photo 
engraving company; and as a color separator. 
Hickman has bridged all his career moves by 
working free lance for several national television 
networks and news services. 

Since Hickman opened his own business in 1977 
he has made at least 120 films, ranging in length 



from three to 30 minutes. In the last three years, 
three of his films have been awarded the Golden 
Eagle Award, or CINE's, by the Council on Inter- 
national Non-theatrical Events. Two of them have 
gone on to receive international r«;ognition, as his 
third and latest one, "Going Home," is expected 
to do later this summer. "Going Home" describes 
the history and rebuilding of Norfolk's and 
Western's Class J. No. 611 steam passenger 
locomotive. The 21 -minute movie recently 
premiered to the public before 180 steam veterans

at the Hotel Roanoke. The movie was directed by 
Hickman, written by Bill Baratta and edited by 
Gerald Lewandowski. It was narrated by Lee 
Lively. Alan Sawyer was the chief sound engineer, 
and original music was provided by Marty Plante 
and Michael Goldberg. 

Stihl Safety Films 

Hickman films range in price from about 
$5,000 to $100,000. Of his close to two dozen 
regular clients, Stihl chainsaws is his only Virginia 
Beach account. He is currently working on three 
chainsaw safety films for Stihl, each to be shot in 
different lumber regions of the country. The 



films, for which Stihl says it has budgeted 
$100,000, may be used together or separately, for 
both the pubUc and private sector. 

According to Bob Morrison, advertising 
manager for Stihl Incorporated, on Viking Drive 
near Lynnhaven Mall, the films will be shot on 
location in Portland, Oregon; the upper penisula 
of Michigan; and in Georgia or Alabama. The 
films will be distributed to colleges and univer- 
sities which after forestry programs, to lumber 
and logging operations and to consumers. 

Morrison said choosing Hickman, who has been 
working with Stihl for about four years, was "a 
natural choice," because of his already established 
familiarity with the company and Us products. 

Morrision said Hickman's technical talent and 
creativity carried him through his initial courtship 
with Siihl, and that relationship has grown 
stronger because of Hickman's "understanding of 
the client's needs." 

Ed Lazaron, a Virginia Beach architect with 
The Design Collaborative, Virginia Beach, and 
consultant to the Virginia Office of Emergency 
and Energy Services, Division of Energy, is 
working with Hickman while he is in the process of 
shooting a 30-minute movie on solar energy for 
the state energy office. 

Lazaron said Hickman was chosen over 20 
other cinematographers because "he had the best 
proposal that was submitted. It was short and to 
the point. It was full of good ideas and

Boaters And Jet Skiers Receive Protection

Fishermen at Rudee 
and Lynnhaven Inlets are 
going to have to watch 
out for the boaters or jet 
skiers imder an ordinance 
adopted by Virginia 
fe^ioh Qty Council Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The ordinance sets up 
rules for the fishermen in 
answer to complaints 
from boaters and jet 
skiers that the fishermen 
indiscriminately cast their 



lines hooking the boaters 
or skiers or getting their 
lines tangled with the 
vessels. 

The Pdice Department 
requested the cs'dinance 
to give officers the 
authority to protect the 
boaters and jet skiers. 

CcMincilman H. Jack 
Jennings Jr. said that for 
the most part the fisher- 
men are a good group of 
folks. "Just a few make it 
difficult for the major- 
ity." He asked that 



enfOTcement be delayed 
for a couple of weeks 
until the fishermen learn 
about the law.

The Ordinance 
approved by a vde of 
11-0, makes it unlawful 
for any person to obstruct 
the passage of any boat, 
jet-ski, surfboard or 
vessel of any type in the 
waters of Lynnhaven and 
Rudee bilets or their con- 
necting tributaries by 
placing fishing nets or 
fishing lines in their path. 

It also is unlawful to 
cast a fishing net or line 
within SO feet of any 
passing boat, etc.

Roll 'Em! 



Since the Christian Broad- 
casting Network, one of the 
world's largest television and 
cablecasting stations, began 
operations in Virginia Beach 
several years ago, futurist 
thinkers contemplated the idea 
of Virginia Beach someday be- 
coming known as "Hollywood 
East." 

The idea' sure sounds good, 
but it also has a faint premature 
ring to it. 

Surely everyone is excited 
about the growing, glamorous 
Virginia Beach, the home of 
superstar athletes, wealthy 
citizens and upper crust beach 
combers. Moviemakers have 
come here before and will again 
in the future. Plans are under- 
way for a major motion picture 
of the world famous Virginia 
Beach psychic, Edgar Gayce- 
Everybody expects local pro 
boxing to hit sports cable sports 
networks in a matter of years; 
along about the same time Vir- 
ginia Beach's much discussed 
forthcoming television becomes 
a reality. 

All the roads are leading to 
the cry of "lights, cameras, ac- 
tion!" But before the show can 
go on, or the play acted out, the 
stage must first be set. 

Certainly over the years, if 
enough Virginia Beach residents 
become involved in some way in 
the entertainment or theatre 
business, the "industry" despite 
itself will grow. As more people 
attend local arts and theatre 
productions in local little 
theatres and at the Pavilion 
theatre, more money will be 
generated which will hopefully 
go back into new and better 
future productions, which will in 
turn bring more people out to 
support the arts. 

If this loosely woven script 
seriously appeals to anyone, per- 
haps they should discuss the 
possibility of a new light in- 
dustry, the film industry, in 
Virginia Beach with Jim De 
Bellis. 
"I think it's good but I don't 



know enough about it," said A. 
James De Bellis, director of the 
city's Department of Economic 
Development. He also said that 
"we aren't doing anything direc- 
tly in that line" now. 

If a film industry were to 
develop in Virginia Beach, De 
Bellis said the city would 
definitely benefit. 

"The biggest impact is the 
visibility you get," he said, "the 
mention of the fact that it was 
filmed on location." 

De Bellis said the movie on 
Cayce is "a briliant idea," and 
even goes as far to say that he 
"sees nothing wrong" with his 
department looking into putting 
together a buyer's package for 
parties interested in bringing 
their film business, or related 
satellite business, to Virginia 
Beach. From De BelUs' point of 
view, most light industries in- 
terested in bringing new jobs 
and tax revenue to Virginia 
Beach are welcome. But where 
the film industry would rank on 
a list of potential light industries 
for the city is unknown. 

Virginia Beach 

cimematographer Tim Hickman 
is producing quality work, and it 
is being noticed. Locally pro- 
duced television commercials 
and newspaper advertisements 
using pictures of local models 
are becoming more prevalent. 
Society nowadays is so visually 
and audio oriented that it's no 
wonder everybody thinks they 
can act, or make a movie, or 
write a play. Thinking and 
talking about it and doing it, 
however, are two different 
things. 

Could Virginia Beach become 
"Hollywood East?" Is New 
York and Hollywood really 
dying as entertainment centers? 
It's possible, but it'll be a long 
time before Broadway, and 
Hollywood and Vine can be 
found on the corner of Atlantic 
and 17th Street. In the mean- 
time, let's hope that Hickman 
and CBN keep the cameras 
rolling.

Social Investing Discussed 

Editor, 

The spotlight has again been thrown on the 
complicated is-^ue of so-called "social investinR*' of 
workers' pension and benefit funds. The vast potential 
for abuse of these funds is illustrated by a case just 
decided in Jiichmond, Virginia where $l'/2 million in 
employee benefit funds was misused by the fund's 
trustees. 

As is often ihc case, the employees' money was 
gi\cn to a shaky, unioii-conlrolled operation which 
imincdiaicU detaullcd on liic 1^^. JBut directors of the 
union corporation also sat orf the board of the trust 
fund, so the ItKin was msidv with little or no 
consideration of the prudence of 'the iiTveslment. 

Ihc case is an excellent example oi the kind of 
abuse forecasted in a study commissioned by the 
Depl. of Labor. However, '" Social Investing': Its 



Character, Causes, C(»isequences, and Legality Under 
the l.iiiploycc Kclirenicnt Incoine Security Act of 
1974" was removed from publication by Labor 
Secretary Raymond Donovan--at the request of 
AfbCIO officials. 

Workers across the country are oecoming aware oi 
the danger that their retirement and benefit funds 
could disappear into an insecure or even ilkgai 
loan -without their even knowing where the money 
went.

*'Ride the train, ride the train, 
Anywhere I go I ride theirain... 

On July 16, 1863, the "anywhere" to which people 
were riding was Virginia Beach. 

A world apart from the crowded, "world's largest 
resort city" that it would become 100 years later, 
Virginia Beach on that summer day was little more than 
a dream in the mind of entrepreneur Marshall Parks. 
Parks, a canal builder and former Confederate naval 
officer, had, together with a group of business 
associates, formed the Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
Railroad and Improvement Company. They had 
acquired an oceanfront parcel of land totaling 1,600 
acres, named it, subdivided it, and built a narrow-piuge 
railroad line from Broad Creek to the property. Real 
estate development was their objective. 

The first group of investors made the initial train ride

shortly after four o'clock on a summer afternoon. This 
trip would mark the beginning of Virginia Beach 
tourism. 

According to information supplied by the Virginia 
Beach Tourist Division "the train inched forward, then 
gathered speed on its inaugural run over 17.3 miles of 
new track that led to a makeshift depot on the edge of 
the Atlantic Ocean. Coupled to the engine was a single 
passenger car, furnished with the latest appointments: 
reversible wooden seats of alternating ash and cherry 
slats, bronze mountings, and footboards running the

length of the car on both sides. Seated comfortably in- 
side, benefitted by a cooling southerly breeze that 
flowed through the open coach, were nearly 30 gen- 
tlemen sporting bowlers and straw boaters. They were 
fashionably attired in the business dress of the day, in- 
cluding suits, starched shirts, stiff collars and ties. The 
men chatted amiably about land development and 
financial investments as the train passed through stands 
of tall pines and scrublands of live oak and wild black- 
berries on its route east to the sea." 

When they arrived, all that greeted them were a rough 
clubhouse used by hunters and fishermen, a few shacks 
and the Seatack Life Saving Station. The nearest house 
was five miles away at Cape Henry. A reporter's ac- 
count of the trip mentions a bathing excursion by the 
men (assuredly most welcome after what realistically 
must have been an incredibly hot and dusty ride). One 
quest remarked that "It was the best bath he ever had 
in his life." The newspaper account goes on to state: 
"The assessment was corroborated by others of the par- 
ty, who positively asserted that Cape May, Atlantic 
City, Long Branch, Nahant, and others places cannot 
compare with it for excellence... The bottom is of firm 
white sand, without a stone or shell to mar; it slopes 
gradually, so as to afford any depth of water, and the 
bathing space extends for miles up and down the 
beach." 

These thirty investors cooling off in the surf opened 
the way for this year's two milHon vacationers. Three 
days the initial train trip, 200 members of the National 
Cotton Exchange and their wives made the 45 minutes 
trip and by 1883 the Virginia Beach Hotel had been 
built. Expanded in 1888, this hotel would become The 
Princess Anne. By the 1980's, the beach had become the 
place to visit. "The ocean promenade was filled with 
ladies in high buttoned shoes, demurely hidden by long 
skirts and dresses. Wide-brimmed straw hats, adorned 
with ribbons or flowers, bobbed along the walkway un- 
der the always present parasol, a mandatory accessory 
to keep the midday sun from spoiling complexions. The 
gentlemen were always clad in coats, ties and hats, many 
adopting the latest styles in spats and walking canes. 
Nurses and nannies propelled wicker baby buggies along 
the boardwalk and older children scampered down by 
the water in a game of tag with the surf. The ladies' up- 
to-date bathing fashions were of dark colors, in wool or 
surf satin, with long-sleeved shirts, full skirts, bloomers, 
stockings and the all-important hightop white tennis 
shoes to protect against a possible stone, shell or 
crab... the man carried the colors in the ocean with suits 
of bold stripes across their sleeved tops and knee-length 

shorts." 

Tourism would continue to grow by staggering 
proportions, but the train, the impetus behind it all, 
would fall victim to the automobile. In 1906, the 
railroad was running 16 trains daily between Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach but in 1947, the Norfolk and 
Southern would make its last passenger run. 

Today one finds it hard to picture the peaceful scene 
which must have greeted those first 30 tourists, but one 
has only to look at modern Virginia Beach to under- 
stand the far reaching effects of their vision.

suggestions, and he met our timetable and budget. j 

"Plus, the sample film he submitted was a 
knockout," Lazaron added. 

In general terms, it costs around Si, 000 a 
minute to produce a quality film. But Hickman 
explains that it's hard to establish an exact cost 
formula for making movies. 

"Without getting into a whole lot of little par- 
ticulars, you can't put a price tag on a film," 
Hickman said. "You can't say a fllm is going to 
cost you this much. I can do a 20-minute film and 
it will cost you S 10,000. Or I could do a three- 
minute film and it will cost SSO.OOO. It all depends 
on what you're gearing for. You can make a film 
that's gonna knock your socks off; a five-minute 
film that'll cost you $40,000. Or you can make a 
film that's going to do a job for $6,000. Usually I 
know you can't produce a film, quality wise, for 
under S 1 ,000 a minute. ' ' 

Hickman goes on to explain that if a five- 
minute, $5,000 film is made, lengthening it to 10 
minutes will not necessarily cost $10,000. All the 
director needs is a little more writing and more 
footage to make it longer. Price tags on films 
really leap when the setting, or the location, is 
changed or a new one added. 

Hickman doesn't make many commercials, 
noting that most money for local commercials 
goes into "exposure time, not production time." 
Hickman said television clients spend so much 
money on getting the commercial on the air at the 
right time, for as many times possible, that usually 
little money is left over for production. 

"Through the years most of the commercials in 
local television around here have been atrocious," 
he said. 

"I don't want to knock that business," he ad- 
ded, "but I'm after trying to build quality into the 
work we do." 

Hickman says the city of Virginia Beach ought 
to look further into the possibility of pushing har- 
der for a film industry in the city. 

"I think one of the most important things is 
that our legislators, our people in business and in 
the community and government, knows what 
could happen," Hickman said. "It's an industry. 
It's a clean industry.

"The hardest thing we're having to do now, is 
we're having to build a satellite industry, or 
helping to build it," Hickman continued, "or en- 
couraging people to go into business for them- 
selves and develop the satellite part of the in- 
dustry." Hickman said he has relied for years on a 
small group of local technicians and theatrical 
crafts people to produce his films. But if more 
people perpetuated the industry, it could well ser- 
ve Virginia Beach. 

"In the big time, when you start pulling in 
more and larger productions, and even our smaller 
ones," Hickman said, "we put a lot of money into 
the economy with taxes and salaries. There's a 
large economic base." 

The biggest setback to establishing a film in- 
dustry in Virginia similar to those in New York, 
California, Florida or Texas, Hickman said, is the 
tax laws. The main thrust of the criticism is the 
state sales tax on the total price of the finished 
film. 

"We have problems in our industry right now 
because it's small and in its infancy," he said. 
"No one understands it." 

Hickman's production manager is Linda Pear- 
son. Hickman's wife, Mary-Lee, handles the ac- 
counting. They have two children, Jennifer, 13, 
and Aaron, 12.

In addition, there have been no 
lapses in accreditation of the health care system in the

Glue, Thinning - If glue is thickened in the bottle, 
add a few drops of warm white vinegar and give it 
a good stir.

Grass Seeds, Protecting - Before scattering them 
on your lawn, soak them in bluing and cold water 
until they are thoroughly colored. The birds 
won't eat them (they don't like blue), and it 
doesn't affect the fertility of the grass seeds. ' 

Grass Stains, Removing - If the stain is fresh, hold 
the affected area under the cold water tap and 
work it between the fingers as the water runs 
through. This method should remove it all with in 
a few minutes.

Vacation 
Timesharing 



There are four areas prospective timesharers 
should check into: 

1 . What to look for when selecting a limeshare. 

Try to visit the site; if you cannot, consult reliable 
sources who are familiar with the area and the 
development. Are you purchasing your timeshare 
for the time of year you usually take your 
vacation? Do you like the facilities your timeshare 
has to offer? Is the timeshare development com- 
plete? Have you asked your local Better Business 
Bureau for a reliability report on the timeshare 
developer? 

2. The timeshare agreement. Contracts can be 
complicated and timeshare contracts can be very 
complicated. There is no better way to protect 
yourself than to read and thoroughly understand 
the contract before you sign. Oral promises are 
not always legally binding; make sure your 
timeshare contract contains all the provisions that 
you discussed with the salesperson. Never sign a 
contract with blanks left in it. As is the case with 
any major purchase, it is always advisable to con- 
sult a lawyer. 

3. Planning your timeshare vacation. A timeshare 
entitles the buyer to pre-paid vacation accom- 
modations. Several things should be kept in mind: 
what will be your travel costs each year to and 
from the timeshare location? If you have not pur- 
chased a specific week each year, and must make 
reservations, you must remember to do so each 
year well in advance. Do not leave home for your 
timeshare unless you have confirmed reservations 
for the time interval you requested. 

4. Exchange services, find out if your timeshare 
development offers an internal exchange service. 
If so, are the other areas offered of interest to 
you? Are the fees for this service included in the 
original cost of your timeshare, or must you pay a 
yearly fee? How frequently _ \change 
vour timeshare, every year or only at 'ongt; inte- 
vals? If you plan to join an timeshare exchangi 
s.rvict, make sure that the timeshare develop 
ment you wish to buy into is included in the 
timeshare exhange service you wish to join.

Young Buyers 
Dominate Housing 
Market 



Despite hefty bwrow- 
ing c(»ts and high home 
prices, demand for hous- 
ing is reaching record 
levels among young, first- 
time home buyers. The 
new "Housing Futures" 
research project has dis- 
covered a rapid increase 
in hcsneownership among 
persons in the 20 to 34 
year old age group. 

"The study shows ho- 
meownership among per- 
sons in this age group 
expanded during the 
I970's, and this tr«nd 
should continue as the 
young adult population 
grows to an all-time high 
by 1985," said Larry San- 
cilio. President of Lara- 
san Realty/Better Homes 
and Gardens in Virginia 
Beach. Sancilio's firm is a 
member of the Better 
Hcnnes and Gardens real 
estate network, one of the 
study's 25 sponsors. The 
three-year program is be- 
ing conducted by the Joint 
Center for Urban Studies 
of the Massachuettes Inst- 
itute of Technology and 
Harvard University. 

The number of people 
ages 20-34 is expected to 
rise in the next two years 
to more than 61,000,000, 
representing about 58 pe- 
rcent of the nation's pqi- 
ulation. "The sheer size 
of the young-adult pop- 
ulation and the abund- 
ance of two-income fam- 
ilies have pushed housing 
demand upward among 
this group," said Sancilio. 

"About two-thirds the 
adults in the under 35 
category are homeowners, 
and first-time buyers cur- 
rently make up about 40 
percent of the market. 

Although young, single 
heads of households still 
are more likely to rent 
rather than own their 
residences, the rate of 
homeownership has soar- 



ed amcmg young couples. 
"YcHing married coup- 
les are purchasing homes 
as investments, and they 
want to beat rising rent 
costs," said Sancilio. 
"Home buying also is 
satisfying their need to 
put down roots." 

During the 1970's, 
homeownership increased 
20 percent, for couples 
20-34 years old with two 
incomes and no children. 
Amcmg young married, 
two-income households 
with children have the 
highest rate of h(»neown- 
ership, while couples with 
one income and no child- 
ren have the lowest. 

"Ownership rates grow 
substantially as couples 
move through this age 
range. The "Housing 
Futures" report found 
that 45 percent of all 
young marrieds, ages 20- 
24, are homeowners. 
That jumps to 66 percent 
fcx- those 25-29, and it 
goes up to 80 percent for 
those 30-34," said Sanc- 
ilio. 

Mr. Sancilio called the 
"Housing Futures" pro- 
ject the "definitive study 
on housing in America." 
Besides Better Homes 
and Gardens Real Estate 
Service, the companies 
underwriting the pro- 
gram include firms such 
as Weyerhaeuser, Gen- 
eral Electric Co., Time 
Inc., and Owens-Ccn'ning 
Fiberglas Corp. 

Better Homes and Gar- 
dens Real Estate Service 
is a national network of 
independent residential 
real estate firms with 
more than 1,000 offices 
and 15,000 sales associat- 
es in all 50 states.

Investor Alert Urges Caution In Gold and 
Silver Buying 



The North American Securities Administrators 
Association (NASAA) and the Council of Better 
Business Bureaus (CBBB) today released their 
INVESTOR ALERT for July warning the public 
about possible dangers involved in investing in 
gold and silver. 

The warning came after a NASAA/CBBB sur- 
vey showed problems across the U.S. and Canada 
with investors dealing in precious metals through 
unregulated dealers using unscrupulous and 
fraudulent tactics. 

CBBB President William H. Tandkersley noted 
that consumers looking for profitable ways to in- 
vest their money should take extra care in 
checking out offers before accepting them. 
"While changing times often create new oppor- 
tunities for investment," he said, "they also create 
new possibilities for those who would defraud in- 
vestors. Better Business Bureaus have seen 
this happen in the precious metals business with 
attendant consumer confusion and harm to 
legitimate sellers. What we are trying to do is give 
prospective investors the information they need to 
aviod dealing with unreliable operators."

"Gold 
and silver bullion dealers are largely unregulated 
in this country he Securities Commissions or the 
federal government. The public is generally on its 
own in this area. Only after a fraud is discovered 
can state, and federal agencies move.

There are dozens of 
door locks on the market 
today; their effectiveness 
will depend on the metal 
used, the catch, the 
mechanism that operates 
the catch, the installation 
and where the lock is 
located. 

The best locks are those 
made of solid brass, bron- 
ze or steel and have a 
dead-bolt system with a 
catch which reaches at 
least one inch into the 
door frame. 

Some variations of 
home security devices add 
to peace of mind and deter 
invaders. They can also 
give you discounts on your 
homeowners insurance.

With 
inflation you may be 
ynaware that your proper- 

■ ty is worth more today 
than ever before -- make 
sure you are covered in- 
case you are 'hit' by a 
burglar.

Collecting marine 
specimens for certain 
exhibits, developing a 
decent program, assisting

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Jails Are Being Used 
As A 'Whipping Post' 

Sheriff Defends Jail; Criticizes Print Coverage Of Suicides

Virginia Beach Sheriff S. J. (Joe) Smith 
staunchly maintains that the city's jail is first 
class, nothing could have been done to prevent the 
recent suicides within the jail cells, and that the 
subsequent print publicity was contrived by The 
Virginian-Pilot and The LedgerrStar. Dennis Har- 
tig, originating editor of the story, denies the 
charges. 

"They want to discredit the dty of Virginia 
Beach," Smith said. "They also want to discredit 
a political figure," with Smith being that person. 

Smith is referring to front page and local section 
front lead stories, and editorials, on the suicides of 
Chyenne Keena DiMarcus Turner and Parrish 
Wood Jeffries, both of whom were found hanged 
in their jail cells within two weeks of each other. 
Last February, Richard E. Queenan, Jr., was also 
found hung in the city's jail. Suicide was ruled as 
the cause of death in all three cases. In addition, 
there have been two suicides in the city's lock-up 
since the jail opened in 1978, according to Smith. 

Following the Turner suicide. Smith summoned 
officials from the State Department of Correc- 
tions to review the procedures and staffing at the 
jail. The officials concluded that the 207-ccll jail 
was operating efficiently, but recommended that 
because of the nature of the many non-violent 
prisoners in the facility, behavioral counselors, 
not more guards, should be hired. 

"According to the department of corrections 
we're doing more and above what we're supposed 
to do," Smith said. "You cannot prevent people 
from commiting suicide. They commit suicide in 
mental hospitals while under surveillance all the 
time. There is no answer to suicides." 

Smith's objective posture concerning the deaths 
does not indicate that he is not worried or concer- 
ned about the recurring incidents. 

"I've always been concerned," he said. "It hur- 
ts me more if anything happens because I'm a 
concerned person. I care about people." 

Could the suicides, all of which occured off 
camera, have been prevented? Smith thinks not. 

"No. There's nothing I can do. There's nothing 
the jail can do. The jail is top notch and the ad- 
ministrators are top notch. You've just been toMl 
that by state officials. We haven't left a stone un- 
turned," Smith said. 

Smith emphasizes the fact that all jails and cities 
must indulge suicides and contends that the ones 
in Virginia Beach are over-emphasized. 

"There was an article in the paper about two 
months ago," Smith said, "that said that Virginia 
Beach is number one, in the state of Virginia, not 
in the jails, in suicides. We average about one a 
week in the city of Virginia Beach. But you all (the 
press) don't give that no attention. But some in- 
mate decides he doesn't want to live and kills him- 
self, then they want to blow it out of proportion; 



Sheriffs Biggest Concern: 
The Death Of A Juvenile 

The Virginia Beach City Jail offers 22 dif- 
ferent classifications underwhich prisoners 
fall. Prisoners eat at six different dining 
times. Sixty-five percent of the prison 
population, which totals about 8,500 in- 
mates a year, arc studying to receive their 
GED diplomas. 

The jail offers prisoners a 500-book 
library and a weight/recreation room. Thwe 
is a three-bed medical clinic, a barber shop, a 
chaplain, a beauty salon and laundry room 
just for the female prisoners, over half a 
dozen religious counselors, 58 cells with no 
bars, 93 cameras, 20 video screens on which 
the prisoners are watched, and 134 com- 
munication boxes located throughout the 

jail. 

Sheriff Joe Smith, who after nine years in 
office says he has had only two days off, to 
attend a oaference, is proud of the ^. Ws 
biggest worry is one that has yet to manifest: 
a juvenile death or suicide in the jail, 

"That's my biggest worry, watching 
juveniles," Smith said, noting that his jail is 
the only one in the state sanction«i by the 
Federal government to keep youthfd offen- 
ders. "I don't think juveniles should be in a 
jail pericKl." Smith is sch«luled to address a 
state legislative subcommittw on the issue on 
Sept. 14. 

"My philosophy has always been, it takes 
more of my suff , it tak« mwe of my time, 
it takes more of my mental worry to look af- 
tier juveniles because if a juvenUe hurts his 
hai^nail the public wants to ocecute the 

sheriff. 

"Our trwning here is strictly for security 
and keeping somebody from holding a riot," 
Smith continued. "We are not, what you 
would call 'babysitters.' You cannot (^ an 
uiult corrections officer to want to babynt; 
to sit around isoUtni «lls fwr houn and 
houn and uke all that abuse." 

The Virginia Beach jail has had as few as 
two aiMJ as many as 19 juvenite in the 
facility. As of this week ttere wmt fom.

that 1 caused him to kill himself when I gave him 
the best facility, 1 gave him the best support to 
prevent him from doing it. 

"The Norfolk newspaper apparently never has 
liked Virginia Beach," Smith continued. "It's 
been a known thing ever since I've been here. 
Whatever happens in Virginia Beach gets banner 
coverage. You take when the Norfolk city jail has 
somebody who hangs themself, where do they 
show you? In a little single column headline, 'In- 
mate hangs self in city jail.' In Virginia Beach 
they like to draw emphasis here to try to em- 
barrass the city of Virginia Beach . " 
Let The Readers Judge 

Beacon editor Dennis Hartig, assistant 
managing editor, Virginia Beach, said the coverage 
between different Tidewater cities is fair, balan- 
ced, and is not intended to blemish the city of 
Virginia Beacbe - .-; - 

"Clearly our readers will have to make their 
own judgement," Hartig said. "The sheriff has 
his own opinion and we respect that." 

Has there ever been a banner front page story 
concerning a suicide in other cities? Hartig said 
he's sure there may have been, but without going 
back and researching the newsroom files, he can't 
name one specifically. 

"I can't recall one," he said, "but I don't think 
there is any difference in the way major news 
events are treated, whether they're in Chesapeake, 
Portsmouth, Norfolk, Virginia Beach, or Rich- 
mond for that matter." 

What made the Virginia Beach jail suicides a 
major news event? 

"Obviously, you had a man who was somewhat 
notorious, charged with a rather notorious crime, 
who died while in the custody of public officials," 
Hartig explained, referring to the Jeffries case, in 
which he was charged with brutally assaulting a 
Kempsville family. "What makes the continuing 
story newsworthy is very simple. Two men, in the 
custody of sheriff Smith, are dead." 

Hartig said the Beacon and The Virginian-Pilot 
newsrooms receiv«l a "significant" number of 
calls from readers with "speculation of rumors of 
what happened in the jail." 

"It was clear to us that there were a tremendous 
number of stories floating around," Hartig said, 
"esp«;ially in view of the fact that in the first 
hanging (Jeffries) the man's hands and feet were 

Ued." 

Hartig said the issue is not the manner in which 
the story was covered, but rather the general 
^ture and potential implications the suicides 
bring to light concerning the care of prisoners in 
general. 

"The issue is, did we give our readers enough 
information to make an intelligent judgement for 
themselves about whether or not they could have 
been prevented," Hartig related. "I'm not sure 
the qustion is answerable. Is it a question of in- 
competent* by the jailers or is this part of a 
statewide story and a national story? That our 
jails, not only in Virginia Beach, but in Virginia 
and across the country are not equipped to handle 
the problems that they're dealing with." 

Hartig said all hangings are not of equal news 
value, and that the time frame involved in Virginia 
Beach's last two jail suicittes, within two weeks of 
each other, warrantwl spo:ial attention. 

"Unquestionably, the s«;ond hanging coming 
m the heels of the first makes it news," Hartig 

sihI. 
Smith said one reason he may be pubbcly 

slighted is out of envy. 

"I think they are (envious)" Smith said. "What 
I'm trying to be is the best sheriff this community 
has ever had. I've had the opportunity of being at 
the right places; I cwi get anything I want. I'm en- 
vied by most servants." Smith has been sheriff for 
nine yrars. He serv«l 27 years in the State Police, 
and has also worked as a prof«sional news repor- 
txs.

Cause For Wonder, Not Condemnation 



Stories about death and 
suicide make good copy, they 
always have and they always 
will. But is good copy also im- 
portant copy? 

For aeons mankind has been 
mystified, intrigued and 
fasinated about death and 
dying. Courses on the subject 
are taught in college, various 
civic and professional groups 
and organizations include it in 
their programming. Consequen- 
tly, it is no wonder that news- 
papers, television and radio also 
find the topic compelling. 

There have been many 
published studies on suicidal 
behavior. To some people, those 
emotionally and psychologically 
unstable, suicide is a way out, 
the flnal page in a book torn 
with hopelessness, depressior^^ 
despair and rejection. It is the 
final resting place for those who 
live in a world where every day is 
a struggle to survive. They view 
suicide as a rational act, a state 
of mind and being far removed, 
even tranquil, compared to the 
agony of daily existence. 

One should not make the 
mistake of thinking only 
prisoners, or the lonely and 
desolate are the only ones who 
commit suicide. Just as many 
rich professional people do it as 
poor under-educated ones. 
Recent news has revealed that an 
alarming number of children at- 
tempt and some complete the act 
of stiidde. Cei'tiliMTihis t^^ of 
suicide \s of more import than a 
criminal taking his own life. 

Life is precious, sacred and to 
be preserved and treasured at 
any cost, no matter whose life it 
is. Suicides occur in Virginia 
Beach, as with any city, with in- 
creasing regularity. Considering 
the number of suicides and at- 
tempted suicides in a city during 
any given period of time, very 
few of them are recorded in the 
newspaper. 

Many tim^ the family doesn't 
want the news made public, 
much less the details exposed. 
Sometimes the suicide is called 
something else, creating a cloud 
underwhich the victim and 
family try to find refuge. Other 
times, however, suicides are 
made public. Case in point, the 
recent suicides in Virginia 
Beach's correction center. 

People have tried to find out 
why the suicides occured in the 
jail cell. Trying to ascertain the 
answer to that question makes as 
about as much sense as trying to 
determine why any suicide vic- 
tim chooses any location. The 
location of a suicide is not im- 
portant, be it a jail cell, 
bedroom, park or back seat of a 
car. What is there to be learned 
by analyzing the scene of the 
death? Determining the 
motivation, factors leading to 
the suicide possible prevention 
are far more important than 
where it took place. 

An argument has been made 
that suicides in the jail are im- 
portant because it creates an ob- 
stacle for those who have yet to 
go to trial, or for those who are 
in the process of completing 
their sentence. But trying to hold 
jail officials accountable for a 
suicide is about as logical as 
saying a public school is respon- 
sible if a student is found hung 
in the l<Kker room. Or holding a 
s«:retary responsible for a boss 
who commits suicide in an of- 



fice. Or looking for fault in the 
wife of a husband who shoots 
himself. This thinking is con- 
voluted. 

Again, suicides make for hot 
copy. There are moral as well as 
legal questions involved. But 
rarely are the circumstances ex- 
tenuating enough that any 
suicide, by virtue of just being a 
suicide, should be run on the 
front page lead story of a 
metropolitan daily newspaper. It 
is possible sensationalism, and 
confusing to readers who expect 
to find more important news in 
that location. 

Generally news stories are 
assigned and placed according to 
the impact the news has on the 
community. Generally news 
such as economic, financial, 
business, sports and entertain- 
ment are given considerable 
space in the newspaper because 
throngs of people can relate to 
these issues. But how many 
people can relate to a prisoner 
suicide? What impact does a 
jailmate suicide make on the 
community at large? 

The question is, who was ser- 
ved or enlightened by the con- 
siderable print news coverage 
received by Virginia Beach's last 
two jail suicides? From a 
business perspective, it could be 
reasoned that the headline 
marking the suicide would sell 
newspapers. 

A much better way to handle 
and present the issue would have 
been to record the two suicides 
straightlace, while at the same 
time beginning a journalistic in- 
vestigation into the problems 
public jails are facing today. 
Certainly there are many ailmen- 
ts afflicting jails and prisons, 
and the suicides are just one 
component of the issue. 

The American criminal justice 
system usually finds itself in 
hanging in a noose. The public 
cries for fast expedient trials and 
sentencing of criminals. Local, 
state and federal officials, on the 
other hand, agree that justice 
should be swift, but cringe when 
the issue of where to put the 
prisoners comes up. Jails and 
prisons are expensive to build, 
but also no less expensive than 
other facilities which have been 
proposed to deal with criminals 
who are not as much criminal, as 
they are products of a society 
which has neither the motivation 
or the means provide them with 
proper mental care. 

Three suicides in a city jail in 
five years is not a staggering 
figure. Two in two weeks is 
cause for wonder, but not com- 
demnation. Hopefully, all of 
this has brought brighter light to 
the potential problems jails face, 
including overcrowding, under- 
staffing, and mixing criminals 
with mentally disturbed in- 
dividuals who may have gotten 
in trouble and rejected 
elsewhere. 

Whenever someone is in the 
newspaper and they don't like 
what's printed, the easi^t thing 
in the world to do is to cry foul 
and accuse the newspaper of 
stacking the d«;k against them. 
The coi'erage of the jail suicides 
was complete and sweeping. The 
main objection seems to be over 
headlines and over story place- 
ment. In all likelihood, the 
future will determine seriousness 
of the tragedies at the jail.

Cool Books, Hot Days! 

Your Virginia Beach Sun cdumnists spent part of 
the hot Fourth of July weekend sweltering in a 
backyard in Thalia. Whea the sun at last disappeared 
and it had gotten no coder, scxnecme suggested we 
watch his slides of the famous blizzard of 1980. We 
found enough extension cords and set up the screen 
among the trees and prepared to believe in snow. 
After a while it actually did seem to be getting coder. 

If pictures of a snow stom can help beat the heat 
maybe tales of the frozen wastes will have the same 
efTect. I have been asking staff at the library to name 
the coldest book they know and trying them out. Here 
are the chilliest suggestions. Jack London's "Call oi 
the Wild" and "White Fang" were named by several 
people.

fire but his fingers are too numb for the delicate task 
of striking matches. 

Another sduticm to the problem oX building a fire 
comes firan "Winter of the White Seal" by Marie 
(ferbert. A sealer, marooned on one of the South 
Shetland Islands in the days before matches, carves a 
lens out of ice to focus the rays of tiM sun on his fuel. 
Jan, a page who shelves bodes at the Windsor Woods 
Area Library, recommend«l this story, Needing 
companionship and disgusted by the butchery of his 
trade, the sealer raises an orphan cub. Scruff, the 
white seal, saves his life both from the vidence of 
winter just off the Antarctic coast and from the despair 
of isdation. 

Before leaving the South I^jlar Regions I discovered 
a fascinating true story. Sir Douglas Mawson, an 
Australian scientist, was the first to discover the South 
Magnetic Pde and the first to climb Antarctica's only 
active vdcano Mount Erebus. Rejecting an invitation 
to jdn Scott's ill-fated expedition to the South Pde, 
Mawson led a mapping and sckntific expedition to 
Cape Adare. When one of his companions and most of 
their supplies were lost ui a crevasse, the expedition 
turned back. Lennard Bickel's book "Mawson's Will" 
tells how he alone survived. Reuiing about this 
explorer's determination, it is tempting to speculate 
that if he had gone with Scott's expedition, they might 
not have perished. 

"Spirit Wrestler" by James Houston is a chilling 
tale in more ways than one. A dying shaman of the

need for more counseling instead Of increased 
security , the role of the city jails is changing. 

"The jail's role is changing tremendously," 
Smith said. "I've been saying it for yean. Not 
only are we a jail; we should change the name, and 
psychiatrists and Virginia Beach tells me, to the 
Virginia Beach Psychiatric Hc»pital. We're no 
longer just a holding cell for the criminal 
population. The people going to jail now have 
some psychiatric problems. But we can't get 
anybody to address them." 

Smith said mental hospitals and other facilities 
are reluctant to accept criminals with behavioral 
or psychological problems. Consequently, the jails 
assume the responsibility for keeping and coping 
with the prisoners. 

"If a police officer picks up a drunk and brings 
him over here and turns him over to the de-tox 
center and the man says 'I don't want to stay 
here,' he becomes the custody of the police depar- 
tment," Smith said. "Where do you put him? He 
has to stay in a private cell. The Federal court says 
everbody is required to be put in a private cell so 
he can't be raped, he can't be beaten by fellow in- 
mates." 

Smith agrees that the most critical time for 
potential suicides in jails falls within the first three 
hours after incarceration, although none of the 
three suicides in the city jail, and the two in the 
city's lockup, occured during that time span. 

"It's a big trauma," Smith said. "Most people 
kill themselves because they've been rejected. 

"The two (suicides) that happened in the 
lockup," Smith recalls, "their relatives would not 
come get them out. They said, 'you stay in there. 
You deserve to be in there. Don't bother me.' But 
when they talk on the phone they don't tell us this. 
Then we go down and talk to the relatives after the 
fact. Then the relatives feel guilty. They feel they 
caused the problem." 
There arc about 25 prisoners on "suicide wat- 



ch" in Smith's jail. But he says they don't have 
problems with the ones who have been identified 
as suicidal. It's the others that cause the risk. In 
addition, it's the jail's medical and classification 
staff that decides which prisoners are suicidal, 
violent, etc., and tell the guards how to confine 
the inmates. 

"The ones that they diagnose with suicidal 
problems we don't have any problem with," 
Smith said. "The ones we have problems with are 
the ones that are interviewed and say they have no 
suicidal problems. That's the hardest thing to get 
across to Norfolk newspapers {The Virginian- 
Pilot and The Ledger-Star) ' ' 

When Smith took the job as sheriff he was told 
that Virginia Beach attracts a high number of 
runaways and potential suicide victims. His job at 
the jail, he said, is to try to minimize the number 
of accidents or suicides which could happen 
behind bars. 

"What we did here was we worked to get per- 
sonnel here," Smith said. "Now we need more 
counselors, not more staff... they're doing exactly 
what they're trained to do." 

Smith said his jail has the highest American 
Medical Association (AMA) accreditation in the 
state, and that his medical staff is second to none. 
But no matter how good the staff is, unless a 
prisoner, or their family, discloses facts about the 
prisoner to the staff, the staff is working in the 
dark. 

"People are let out of mental hospitals, they 
come down here and commit crimes and they^re 
put on us; especially in Virginia Beach," Smith 
said. "They will not tell you anything. They will 
hardly give you their name. This man Turner, the 
police had no address on him. We had no address 
on him. Therefore, we couldn't contact 
anybody." 

In such cases, as in all cases, prisoners are inter- 
viewed and screened by various people. Unless

Smith is alerted to any potential problems with the 
prisoners, usually nospecial actions or precautions 
are taken. 

"The general population believes that anyone 
who commits a heinous crime, like the boy Jeffries 
did, that something has to be wrong with him," 
Smith said. "Therefore, in the judicial system, the 
first thing we do the next day when he's brought 
in, he goes to court. The court has the respon- 
sibility and appoints a lawyer. The lawyer comes 
over and interviews the man; he has the authority 
for evaluation. We send the man to Petersburg, he 
comes back. Petersburg only checks out if he 
knows right from wrong. Therefore a speedy trial 
was held. 

"Under this code, they are requred to tell the 
sheriff, *hey, 1 got a problem here." They've never 
been to me and said, "Hey, Turner here is a 
suicidal." 

Smith's remarks bring up the question of exac- 
tly how much confidence he actually has in his 
screening staff. Does he support them? "That's 
right. If I didn't I'd get rid of them." Smith said. 

Sinith dismisses much of the sensationalism 
which surrounds jail suicides as being led by the 
press. 

"The general public today is getting tighter and 
tighter," he said. "They want more incarceration 
and the prison people are trying to get less and less 
people because it gets to expensive. 

"Today's public," Smith continued, "for 
some reason or another, wants more vengeance. I 
find it myself in going around. People want more 
blood. 1 hate to use that word. So the attitude of 
the public today could care less on this. But they 
can't understandwhy the news media wants to play 
it out of proportion. Does the headline on the 
front page of the newspaper about a man killing 
himself warrant it? He did it himself. There was 
no involvement of a staff person there. Does that 
warrant anymore than a man th kills or a 



woman that kil's themself in their own home and 
it's never reported in the newspaper at all?" 

Smith feels that publicity along these lines is 
damaging to the Democratic process. 

"That's why you're discouraging good, decent 
people from going into political jobs," Smith 
said, "because they don't want to take this kind of 
abuse. They do the very best they can with what 
they've got. But then the news media wants to 
peck them and their family as the people who 
should be behind bars and you glorify prisoners. 
The public doesn't buy that. If I had been an ap- 
pointee, you wouldn't get this kind of publicity. 
I'm the lowest person in government which is elec- 
ted and the jails are being used as a whipping 
post." 

In an effort to appease jail critics. Smith hired a 
full-time jail administrator. Jack Dewan. 

"I appointed a jail administrator; I was the first 
one in the state to do that. It has not proved suc- 
cessful. I've had a professional administrator and 
ever since I've had an administrator I've had 
problems. If I hadn't had a professional ad- 
ministration I'd still have problems. The 
professional administrator has not proved to 
prevent these things." 

Smith said he expecU no changes in the future in 
how the jail is run. He welcomes suggestions on 
how to make the jail better. 

"If you can tell me anything to do," Smith said. 
"The staff is well trained, the building is 
beautiful, the food is excellent, the medical is 
tops, the classifications is far above what is 
required. The atmosphere here is climate c<s(i- 
trolled. The cells are painted different colors. We 
Uke the morbid things away from the jail." 

Virginia Beach Police Chief Charles R. Wall 
gives Smith a vote of confidence. 

"Gven the circumstances, I think the Mil 
facilities are run as well as they can be run," he 
said.

Universal Life is a buy 
term and invest the dif- 
ference concept combined 
into a single policy that 
allows tax shelter for the 
investment accumulation 
along with many other at- 
tractive advantages for the 
consumer.

The statistics are based 
on a family earning the 
median incone for aU 
faitilies with one ful- 
time wage earner.

Grease And Oil On Cement, Removing - Add one 

cup of washing soda to one gallon of very hot 
water. When dissolved, apply to the cement with 
a stiff scrubbing brush. Keep repeating until oil or 
grease disappears. Rinse thoroughly with cold, 
clean water. 

Note: Be careful; washing soda will burn the skin. 
Grease, Axle Grease, Removing - Rub the area 
with lard, work in well, then soak the material in 
turpentine. Sponge with clean turpentine and con- 
tinue rubbing until dry. Note: Turpentine is 
flammable, so don't use it near a stove, oven or 
open flame. 

Grease On Silk, Removing - Lay the material flat 
on a clean, white cloth. Cover the spot with 
powdered French chalk. Lay a sheet of blotting 
paper or two paper towels over the chalk and press 
with fairly warm iron. Note: If it doesn't get all 
the grease on the first attempt, repeat the process. 
Grease On Suede, Removing - The best method is 
to use glycerine applied with a soft white cloth. 
Keep rubbing. Spots will disappear within a few 
minutes. 

Grease On Varnished Wallpaper - Wash it with a 
soft cloth dipped in a mixture of one pint of 
warm, sudsy water to which two tablespoons of 
ammonia have been added.

Magic Coats And Cupcakes

"Magic Coats and Cup- 
cakes"-an exhibition of 
two scries in mixed media 
by Seattle. Washington, 
artist Sarah Jane 
Teofanov-are on view 
through July 30 at the 
Virginia Beach Arts Cen- 
ter. 

Teofanov resided in 
Norfolk in the late seven- 
ties. Her work was 
exhibit^ in one-person, 
group and juried art 
shows throughout this 
area. In 1978, she won the 
best-in-show award at the 
Portsmouth Seawall Art 
Show together with first 
and third place honors for 
mixed media in the Ghent 
Art Show in Norfolk and 
an oil painting award in 
the Boardwalk Art Show. 
Teofanov's work Public 
Library and the United 
Virgiiua Bank in Norfolk. 

Her artwork has 
evolved over the past few 
years from represen- 
tational painting to 
thOM^ provoking mixed 
m^ia images. Here 
present images are com- 
binations of paint, pastel, 
prisma color pencil, paper 
cutouts, threads, beads, 
nyUm and mesh on black 
or white background 
p^MT. The application of 
materials reflects the work 
of a master craftsperson. 
But perhaps the real 
^en^ are to be found 
in the ideas behind the 
imates. 



"I'm a storyteller," 
says Teofanov. "My 
iinaftery comes out of per- 
sonal experiences. My art- 
work consists of many 
symbols that coincide 
with the breaking down of 
barriers in my life and 
coming to grips with 
struggles." 

Teofanov refers to 
much of her work as 
policital in nature, but is 
careful to point out that 
politics is organic to daily 
life. Her struggles have 
dealt with expressing her 
femininity and supporting 
the feminist cause. 

The "Magic Coats" 
series illustrates the 
powerful influence of 
clothing on emotional at- 
titudes. Some of the titlcs- 
."Warrior Coat," "Coat 
to Lose Weight" and 
"The Dream Coat"~are 
graphic representations of 
Teofanov's personal ex- 
periences and perceptions. 
The series of five 24 inch 
by 30 inch works presen- 
ted her with an oppor- 
tunity to confront real life 
pressures. 

Her "Cupcake Calen- 
dar Series," an edition of 
eight 23 inch by 30 inch 
works, are symbolic 
designs that represent her 
experiences along with 
^impses of archaic infor- 
mation on pagan holidays, 
traditional women's 



rituals and religion. 

But Teofanov's "Cup- 
cake Series" is, for the 
most part, just for fun. 
She dedicates the series to 
a friendship with two 
other female artists form- 
ed during a Norfolk art 
show in 1980. Her friends 
called themselves "The 
Cupcakes." The frien- 
dship and the femininity 
of the image of the cup- 
cake inspired Teofanov to 
create the 11 works that 
include: "Cupcake with 
Dreams," "Aboriginal 
Cupcake," "Marie An- 
toinette Cupcake" and the 
"Laughing Cupcake." 



Elizabeth Wallace, 
assistant curator with the 
Arts Center, noted, 
"Teofanov displays an 
uncanny ability to apply 
selected objects in unique 
configurations to 
represent her ideas and 
experiences.

The Farming Family: 

As Population Increases, Will Their Voting Strength Decrease?

In 1981 the production value of Virginia Beach swine, 
soybeans, corn, wheat, vegetables and fruit, totaled a 
whopping $30.9 million. The only other industries 
rivaling agriculture's economic impact on Virginia 
Beach is the military and tourism. But as Virginia' 
Beach, the most populated city in the Old Dominion, 
continues to experience unprecedented residential and 
commercial growth, local farmers realize that their 
farmland slowly is giving way to playgrounds, parks 
and sites for sprawling apartment and townhouse com- 
plexes. 

Most of Virginia Beach's 230 farms are located in the 
southern half of the 310 square-mile city, in the Pungo 
and Blackwater boroughs. Of the city's total land area 
of 165,568 acres, about 44,000 of it is under crop 
cultivation. Virginia Beach farmers who work as much 
as several hundred acres may have annual incomes ex- 
ceeding $100,000. With this amount of bread in the 
oven, farmers are requiring more than just faith and 
good weather to guide their businesses. They need the 
help of local, state and federal programs and officials. 

Virginia Beach farmers depend on the Virginia Farm 
Bureau, 4-H, the Virginia Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice, state legislators and each other to protect their 
farming interests and keep abreast of the industry's 
news. They also depend on two Virginia Beach City 
Council members, Barbara Henley, Pungo borough, 
and John Baum, a working farmer from Blackwater, 
for an attentive ear on local agriculture concerns. 

Through the efforts of these people, and others, 
Tidewater farmers have not been laboring alone under 
the troublesome and complex cloud of domestic and 
foreign trade policies. And although farmers wonder 
exactly what local and state legislators can to do affect 



these policies, a recent development places local farmers 
several steps closer to Richmond, and possibly Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

A Virginia Beach favorite son, Delegate Glenn 
Brooks McClanan - D, 84th District, was recently 
named chairman of the Virginia General Assembly's 
Uoavt Agricultural Committee. McClanan, who is the 
' first Virginia Beach delegate to chair a major House 
committee since the late 1950's, moved into the chair- 
manship after the former chairman look the helm of 
another committee. 

The 20-member agriculture committee is responsible 
for overseeing all legislative matters pertaining to 
agriculture, and also to consumer protection concerns. 

McClanan, who was raised on a Princess Anne Coun- 
ty Farm, has subsequently been very active in the 
agricultural community, particularly in 4-H. This past 
June, for example, he was the recipient of the State 4-H 
Alumni Award, at ceremonies in Richmond. But local 
farmers aren't concerned as much with civic accom- 
plishments as they are with professional action. All 
eyes, locally, are on McClanan. 

Councilman Baum reports that Virginia Beach's far- 
ming community is "holding its own" in its yearly 
operations, noting that "almost the same acreage is 
being cultivated now" as compared to four or five years 
ago. Under the federal government's PIK (payment in 
kind) program, however, Virginia Beach farmers this 
spring idled about 6,916 of its 15,370 acres of corn. The 
program allows eligible farmers to receive a free surplus 
of corn, wheat, sorghum, rice and cotton in exchange 
for reducing corn acreages. 

This new idea of taking grain out of the world mai^ket 
as a way of reducing the glut may help farmers adjust 
financially to receiving only $2.50 a bushel for corn 
costing $3 a bushel to produce. In a more localized sen-

The Virginia Beach Pavilion 
will be the site of the Olympic 
U.S.A. Team Wrestling Champ- 
ionship, set for April 13 and 14, 
1984. The announcement has 
been made by Virginia Beach 
developer and builder Alan 
Fulmer. Fulmer is also World 
Cup Team Leader, U.S.A. 
Wrestling. He was appointed by 
the U.S. National Wrestling 
Committee which is overseen by 
the U.S. Olympic Committee. 

The team wrestling champion- 
ship is a preliminary to the 
World Cup Games VI, which 
Fulmer said he hopes can be 
scheduled in 1984 at Old 
Dominion University, Norfolk. 
From there the 10-member 
wrestling team will compete in 
the U.S. Olympics. 

Approximately 200 wrestlers, 
over the age of 18, from all over 



the country and Canada are ex- 
pected to conipete at the team 
wrestling championships. 
"Sombo" wrestling, which is 
the Russian national sport, will 
be the featured competition at 
the meet.

Virginia Beach Delegate Owen 
B. Pickett, chairman of the 
Joint Study Committee Studying 
Coal Slurry Pipelines and the 
Utilization of Virginia Coal, has 
announced that the committee 
will hold a public hearing in 
Richlands, Virginia, on Friday, 
July 22 at 10 a.m. in Russell Hall 
Auditorium, Southwest Virginia 
Community College. 

The committee has been direc- 
ted to study the feasibility of 
establishing a coal slurry 
pipeline in the Commonwealth 
and the utilization of Virginia 
coal and determine whether such 
a pipeline should be allowed the 
use of the power of eminent 
domain. Eminent domain, by 
the way, is the right of a govern- 
ment to take private property 
for public use by virtue of the 
superior dominion of the 
sovereign power over all lands 
within its jurisdiction. 



The committee is interested in 
testimony relating to issues per- 
taining to all aspects of the pipe- 
line, including economics, en- 
vironmental, and employment. 

As far as the possible impact 
on Virginia Beach goes, Pickett 
said the proposed pipeline would 
have no direct' impact on the 
community other than the 
possible discharging of water in- 
to the Chesapeake Bay. But, 
that is yet to be seen, 
r The proposed pipeline would 
probably not terminate in 
Virginia Beach, but more likely 
in Norfolk, Portsmouth or on 
the Peninsula. However, if a 
pipeline came near our city, 
theprobably be spinoff benefits 
for local businesses and it would 
probably create some jobs. It's 
said that this issue is a hot one in 
Richmond. But the flames have 
yet to reach the Vicginia Beach 
shore.

Sykes: "There's kids 
out there who are putting 
every penny they earn, 
and everything else, into 
musical instruments.

Sawyer: "They were 
very, very encouraging.

They were 
95% of it. They made ii 
very easy for me to 
decide what I wanted to 
be." 

Sykes: "Musicians 
want to do something 
that's not the normal 
way of living; but they 
want security. But then 
they don't want to stick 
their neck on the line. 
Have you ever seen a 
business that somebody 
hadn't stuck their neck 
out on the line to be suc- 
cessful?" 

Sawyer: "A lot of 
musicians in this area 
now are over 30 years 
old. If I was in a bar 
playing music for a living 
every night and I was 
over 30 years Id I'd have 
to do some long hard 
thinking about where the 
hell I was going in life." 

Sykes: "All of the 
bands in this area have 
got to become more 
organized and more pro- 
fessional. None of the 
musicians in this area, 
with a couple of excep- 
tions, - is an exception, - 
is the biggest exception, I 
mean - is a pro. But 
other than - I wouldn't 
say any other band in 
Virginia Beach, or the 
whole Tidewater area is 
conducted like a pro- 
fessionally run business 
is conducted." 

Sawyer: 'I say look, 
what are you going to 
do? You're either going 
to stay playing in the 
same places you've been 
playing in for years or 
you are going to come in^ 
to a studio, and do some- 
thing that could, maybe 
not, but it could propell 
you, if not into getting 
more money for the gig, 
you could at least sd\ 
your albums off the 
stage and have another 
source of income."

s€, however, observers say there's little the General 
Msembly can do to change trade policies. 

"There's not a whole lot the House Agriculture 
Committee can do about our problem," said Bob Pilch, 
Virginia Cooperative Extension Service agent, unit 
chairman, Chesapeake agricultural district. 

Baum added that Virginia Beach farmers aren't 
worried as much over grain and livestock prices as they 
are over the preservation of their farmland. 

"Will agriculture be preserved, or will growth spread 
too rapidly too soon?" Baum questions. 

Baum said that as Virginia Beach continues to ex- 
perience its population boom, thousands of new 
residents come into the state's most populated city a 
year", fanners fear they may lose their power as a voting 
block. 

"All poHticans are inclined to go with the greatest 
number of voters. ' ' Baum said. 

McClanan is aware that he will feel more pressure 
from fanners as their numbers diminish. But he stands 
prepared for the challenge. 

"There will be more pressure to preserve agricultural 
land and promote agriculture as an industry as our 
population increases and the amount of farm land 
decrrases," McClanan, said. He added, "I strongly 
favor legislation that permits 'land use* considerations 
as to real estate taxation proposed by the counties and 
dtJesin Virginia." 

McClanan said farm families cannot pay real estate 
taxes at the usual ass«sed fair market value of the land, 
and also continue to farm the land. 

"Consideration has to be given to the real rate of 
return and profit they receive from their land in 
agricultural production, than if they used it for residen- 
tial, business or industrial purposes," he said.

Of course, farmers have the option of selling or 
retaining their land. But if they do decide to sell, 
measures can be taken to insure preservation. 

"Home builders and building developers are always 
concerned about any legislation that in anyway inhibits 
the use of raw land for development," McClanan said. 
"In this regard, developers are often joined by farm 
men and women who wish to be able to freely sell their 
property for development, should they choose to do so. 
Conservation interests, and some farm families, wish to 
mandate the preservation of farms by local and state 
legislation and regulations." 

Baum says farming's future is uncertain, but that 
Virginia Beach farmers "hope for the best" and will 
wait and see what impact McClanan will have on the 
local agricultural community. 

McClanan, who is up for reelection in November, 
understands that farm families produce much more 
food than they do votes. In terms of legislative con- 
sideration, however, McClanan said farmers are not in 
the minority. 

"Agriculture is vitally important to the people of 
Virginia B«tch, both as a vital force in our city's 
economy and as an important food source for the area 
and state," he said. "Though familin engaged in 
agriculture may not constitute a large percentage of the 
population of Virginia Beach, the people of the city, 
almost without exception, have a strong desire for their 
legislators to promote the interest and well being of 
farm families."

Local musical tends rent stiulio time from 
Sawyer as do various single-aitist musidans, siKh 
as Tom Syiees, a Virginia Beach songwriter and 
guitarist who works as an engineer for Sawyer and 
has also recently released as albiun which was 
recorded at Omnwrdal Audio. But increasii^ly. 
more and more i^diessiooal and business clients, 
not musicians, are spending time in Sawyer's 
control room. 

"What I'm ccncentntting on now is getting 
professional clients," Sawyer, 31, said. "And I 
define professional clients as jingles, films, even 
convention recordings. I'm interested in working 
with corporations; and when I say T I mean tac 
personally. The business in general wants to do 
everything." 

Rates in Sawyers studio, where the Sonex walls 
are wraped in sound absordent "aneconic foam" 
or are covered with fiberglass and Cedar siding, 
range between $45 and $5S an hour depending on 
the client's demands. Oa location sound jobs, 
sndi as Sawyer is doing now for Stihl, ranges 
between SIOO aiKl $200 a day. 

Sawyer is 0|}timistic that Virginia Beadi and the 
recording industry are compatible and could 
combine to make the growing city an east coast 
audio captial. 

"Virginia Beach is capable of being a, let's just 
say, a production center." Sawyer said. "I mean 
audio, video, music, ads, jingles, everything. 
We're capable of being a production center equal 
to anything on the face of the earth with the 
exception (rf New York. LA. or Nashville. I could 
happen and I kiuiw it could happen. 

"One reason why." Sawyer continued, "is that 
we are conveniently situated near a whole lot oi 
things. In Virginia, for example for film making, 
you've got everything from mountains to plains to 
history. You've got the ocean. There are very few 
states that has what Virginia has in terms of 
locations to shoot film. As far as reovding studios 
what do they have? Well, very fiankly, not much, 
yet." 

Business if good for Sawyer, noting that usually 
his studio is booted between 340 and 40 hours a 
week. One factor contributing to the success is the 
absence of a local cxxnmunications union.

"I would personally not like to see the union get 
strong in communicarions because that's one of 
the things that's making it possible for us to do 
it." Sawyer said. "Union rates i\re artically 
inflated. When you can avwd union talent fees for 
things I'ou can really cut costs and still make 
everybody happy." 

Sawyer would like to see a sales tax exempt 
status for creative products. 

"We should not have to charge sales tax because 
we are renting out our facility. We're doing an 
artistic project for these people and the only thing 
they're coming away with is a little tape. That's 
all. But yet in some instances there's hundreds of 
dollars of taxes on that little tape. It's not for 
resale." 

Even if the exempt status was ever approved by 
the state, it would not be likely to significantly 
alter the local recording industry. 

"We're only talking about moving another 
obstacle," Sawyer said. "We're not talking about 
a panacea. If we remove a sales tax that's not 
going to make the industry boom but it's not 
going to hiut anything and it will help." 

Sawyer, who has what he described as a 
"classical" background in music, which includes 
formal study, performing, and working for several 
music businesses, would like to see the city more 
active in the recording industry. 

"I would lite to sec the city help in the 
development (of the industry) but I don't know 
how they can." the Chesapeake native said. "If it 
takes me 15 years to really have a great feel for 
this industry and what's going on, how on earth 
am I going to sit down in somebody's office in the 
limited time; even if I'm allowed meetings over a 
year's time period of time, how in the wcM-Id am I 
going to conununicate what is needed?"

Grease On Wallpaper - Make a paste of alcohol 
and French chalk. Apply to the spot and leave it 
overnight. Next morning, when the alcohol has 
dried, brush the spot lightly. Repeat if necessary. 
Or put a paper towel or blotting paper on the 
grease spot and press with a fairly warm iron. The 
heat through the blotting paper or paper towel 
will absorb the grease.

Also, you can scrape off as much as possible with 
a blunt instrument. The back of a knife works 
well. Then rub lard into the spot. Rub well into 
the grease spot, then repeat the scrape-off 
method. Now, launder in the usual way. 
Green Peppers, Stuffed - After stuffing them, 
place them one at a time in a greased muffin pan. 
It prevents them from bursting and helps them 
retain their shape. 

Green Vegetables, Preserving The Color - Add a 
pinch of baking soda to the water and keep the 
cover off the saucepan.

The nation's population 
is turning grayer.

"The housing industry 
is taking a second look at 
retirees, because older 
people are becoming more 
plentiful. For the first 
time in U.S. history, the 
Census Bureau predicted 
that by July 1 there will be 
a larger percentage of the 
population 65 or older, at 
11.7 percent, than the 
percentage of teenagers, 
at 11.3," said Larry San- 
cilio, President of Larasan 
Realty/ Better Homes and 
Gardens.

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One of the hardest stat- 
istics to obtain from some 
of the members in our 
industry is a published 
"track recOTd". Most 
people are aware that we 
make recommendations. 
The important caveat is 
how well have those re- 
commendations perform- 
ed. Many in our profes- 
sion rely on the cdned 
phrase, "Our analyst likes 
it." What does this 
mean? Who is this guy 
that likes it? How good is 
his track recwd? 



This does not apply only 
to stock recommenda- 



All investment re- 
commendations should 
have a supporting track 
record of the acknowled- 
gment that there is no 
track record.- It is impor- 
tant to note that a record 
of past performance is not 
a guarantee of future per- 
formance.

Restoring Old Homes

If you admire old arch- 
itecture and would accept 
a special investment chal- 
lenge, you may want to 
join the growing number 
of Americans who buy and 
rehabilitate old houses. 
These "urban homestead- 
ers" purchase ' rundown 
houses, usually at a low 
price, and transform them 
into cozy, good-as-new 
living quarters. 

Of course, rehabilitat- 
ion is neither easy nor 
cheap, but you may be 
able to take advantage of 
money-saving tax breaks 
and special programs of- 
fered by the federal and 
local governments. Even 
with government cutbacks 
of financial grants, many 
cities still receive sizable 
Community Development 
Block Grants (CDBG) 
which are often used to 
improve private housing. 

Depending on your in- 
come and the location of 
the house you are rehabil- 
itating, you may be eligi- 
ble for low-interest rehab- 
ilitation loans. Check with 
local government offices. 

/* You also may qualify for 
tax breaks for rehabilit- 
ating an old house. If the 
house lies within an hist- 
oric district, you could get 
a charitable contribution 
tax deduction by donating 
the facade of the house to 
a local nonprofit preserv- 
ation society. This tax 



break, known as a "fac- 
ade easement," is some- 
times granted for the app- 
raised value of brown- 
stone stoops, decorative 
cornices, and trim or mas- 
onry reliefs on doors and 
windows. 

Depending upon the 
improvements you make, 
you can also get an energy 
conservation tax credit. 
You're allowed a maxi- 
mum aedil of $300 or 15% 
of costs up to $2,000 for 
such energy-saving im- 
provements as new storm 
windows or insulation for 
the house you're rehabil- 
itating. 

Because cities recog- 
nize the value of rehabil- 
itated houses and neigh- 
borhoods, many offer bre- 
aks on properly taxes to 
encourage rehabilitation. 

No matter how much 
you spend buying and 
rehabilitating an old 
house, you should keep 
accurate records of all 
your expenses for capital 
improvements. Thus, 
when you sell the house, 
you reduce the amount of 
capital gain made from 
the sale. For instance, if 
the house costs $20,000 
and you spend another 
$30,000 in rehabilitation, 
your total investment is 
,,i5.0,0Q0. Uter selling the 
'house"^ f^r $65,000 your 
actual gain is only 
$15,000.

Once you find a house 
you like, getting a mort- 
gage IS a major bundle. It 
may be easier if you apply 
at the bank holding the 
current mortgage on the 
house. Or look for banks 
that specialize in rehabili- 
tation mortgages or that' 
have liberal lending pol- 
icies it you buy in targeted 
neighborhoods. Check 
your local housing office 
or preservation society for 
suggestions. Another 
possibility is the second- 
ary mortgage market. 
The Federal National .Mor- 
tgage Association, pop- 
ularly known as "Fannie 
Mae" has a special mort- 
gage financing program 
designed specifically for 
rehabilitation projects. 
Under the program, Fan- 
nie Mae recognizes both 
the "as is" value of a 
properly and ihc "as 
completed" value. So, 
you may gel say, a 
$60,000 mortgage for a 
house with a current mar- 
ket value of only $30,000. 
A buyer can get a mort- 
gage for 95 percent of a 
house's completed value. 
Fannij ^ae 'packs the 
mortgage loan from a 
conventional lender.

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History OfAragona Church

The Aragona Church of Christ began many 
years ago when a group of people started to meet 
for Bible study in the home of Mr. and Mn. 
Eiland Tabor in October of 1960. By March of 
1%1 weekly services were being held. 

Mr. Erwin B. Dowdy served as acting minister 
at that time. They then rented the Aragona 
Elementary School in order to accomodate their 
rapid growth of 36 families. Harold R. Dean was 
the first minister of the congregation and preached 
his flrst sermon July 13, 1962. Financial needs in- 
creased with a new preacher and aid came from 
supporting churches: Laurel Avenue Church of 
Christ, Colonial Heights Church of Christ, and 
Virginia Evangelizing Fellowship. Some of the 
leaders of the early church, Mr. and Mrs. Jesse 
Black, Mr. and Mrs. Jack Dempsey, Mr. and Mrs. 
E>on Fitzgerald, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Smith and 
Mr. and Mrs. O. B. Woolard, still remain as full 
supporters and leaders of the church today. 

The ground breaking for the church building 
was in December of 1963. At that time the church 
was known as one of the fastest growing Bible 
Schools in the nation being awarded recognition 
from The National Church, Standard, and 



Lookout as well as other religious organizations. 
The building located on Witchduck Road included 
20 classrooms, offices, kitchen, bathrooms, and 
auditorium on a five-acre site, valued at that time 
was $1 15,000. The value today would be around a 
half a million dollars. A bond program enabled 
the purchase of the five-acre track and construc- 
tion of the building. 

On Jun 7, 1964 they moved into the new church 
building with a church membership averaging 200 
and Sunday School enrollment of over 300. From 
July, 1%2 to August of 1964 Bible School In- 
creased from 27 to a recorded 427. 

The first preacher to be ordained from this 
churdi was Marvin Mock in 1968. Since that time 
this congregation has had many "Timothys," 
Bryan Carter, Jamie Carter, Ronnie Humphreys, 
Lee McDuffee, Graham Self, and Paul Snow are a 
few. The preachers for Aragona Church of Christ 
have been Harold Dean, Ronald Richardson, Ad- 
intern Dave Branholm, James L. Young, Bill 
Welker, Don Zeiders and presently David 
Tysinger. .. — 

The congregation is involved in many of the 
Virginia Beach City sports activities such as chur- 
ch Softball and basketball. They also have many

special talents' like the group called "The Power 
and Light Company," with Mr. and Mrs. Bob 
Barnett and David Verdes, "The Reflections 
Choir," including approximately twenty young 
people, Meg Floyd, soprano soloist and David 
Lawrence. Tenor soloist, all of which share their 
talents throughout the area serving the Lord. 

The church now intern sponsors many missions 
one of which was started from The Aragona 
Church of Christ, Camp Rudolph, The Tidewater 
Christian Service Camp, in Yale, Virginia.

From the donation of 
this 104 acre peace of land by Mrs. Anna 
Whitakcr in the name of her husband, Rudolph, 
this camp has grown into a summer and winter 
religious retreat used by many, now valued in ex- 
cess of half a million dollars. 

Accomplishments of a church are never the 
results of the preacher or the works of a few, but 
of a united body that believes nothing liw beyond 
the reach of prayer except that which lies outside 
the will of God.
